EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Michael Ram on January 8, 2004. 

The application has been amended as follows: previously withdrawn claims 7-33 
and 49-52 have been cancelled. 

In claim 1, line 3, "homogeneous" has been deleted. 

In claim 1 , line 4, "an optical" has been deleted and replaced with -a-.. 

In claim 1, line 8, "optical" has been deleted. 

In claim 55, line 2 of the claim, "optical" has been deleted and replaced with -the 
curable-. 

The purpose of this amendment is to place the case in condition for allowance by 
canceling the above stated previously withdrawn claims, and to further delineate the 
instantly claimed application from Shiota et al. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: a reasonable 
search of the prior art failed to reveal the limitations as set forth herein. Akashi et al. do 
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not teach or disclose a transparent fiim. Shiota et al., as noted by applicant, does not 
teach or disclose an exposed surface of the polymer film capable of being subsequently 
aligned. Applicant noted this in the telephone interview of January 8, 2004 and in the 
response to the last office action (page 4, end of second paragraph).
